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I write this article hoping that the 
experience of some unfortanates may 
prove a lesson to others. For some 
time past it has been the custom of a cer- 
tain employment office to advertisé on 
the dead walls and other places, ‘“‘rail- 
road tickets for sale.’’ To the unexpe- 
rienced it would seem a novel way of 
buying railroad tickets. On presenting 
himself at the place advertised, he will 
be told that he can buy a ticket to San. 
Francisco, or some other point, for al- 
most one-half the regular rate for a 
first-class ticket. The manager of that 
employment office is too well versed in 
legal technicalities to lay hinaself liable, 
so he tells the unsophisticated that 
he does not sell the ticket but 
for the sum of one _ dollar 
he will convey the information where 
the said tickets are for sale. It the party 


should prove to be more than usually 
inquisitive he is promptly told that he 
can find no more information, but must 
pay his dollar and he will be referred to 
where he can buy the ticket. In most 
cases the dollar is paid and a receipt is 
given telling the bearer where the tick- 
ets can be found, and for which infor- 
mation he has to pay his dollar. Going 
to the place referred, sometimes it be- 
ing a regular professional scalper of 
tickets, and in some instances being 
parties who had bought their own tick- 
ets at contract rates, and which 
is only good to the party sold to, 
they affixing their signature to 
the same. After paying the money to 
the, second party and congratulating 
himself on buying a first-class ticket at 
almost half the usual rates, he prepares 
himself and starts off on the train. All 
is right till the conductor (whose ex- 
periences in that direction have led him 
to be more than usually sharp) quickly 
detects an old contract ticket with the 
party’s signature attached, or to be 
more sure he generally has the party to 
write their name underneath, which 
quickly shows he is not the original 
purchaser. The train is stopped and 
the victim is put off minus what he has 
paid, or if he decides to purchase a 
ticket again paying as much as if he had . 
bought it at the original starting point. 
If this shall save some who have ever 
contemplated buying such tickets and 
saving theme their money and much 
trouble, this article shall not have been 
written in vain.

Winnemucca Dying—The Probable 
Sacrifice of his wife. 

[Silver State, Sept. 16th. 

The Piutes hereabouts have learned 
by courier that Winnemucca, Chief of 
all the Piutes, is lying at the point of . 
‘death near Fort Bidwell, where he was 
on a visit to Ochoho, one of his faithful 
henchmen. The sub-chiefs are de- 
spondent, and as Indians are very su- 
erstitious, some attribute his 


jiliness to the witchery of his 


new wife, while others think the med- 
icine-man is to blame. It is quite prob- 
able that if his sickness ends in death, 
‘his wife and doctor will be made to 
atone for it with there lives. It 
is customary for the Piutes, as well 
as many other tribes, kill 
the medicine-man who attends a 
chief during an illness which ends 
in death, and they sometimes sacrifice 
the unfortunate wife of a dead chief on 
his grave. An instance of the latter 
kind took place here two years since, 
when an innocent squaw was taken 
with .the corpse of her husband to the 
Harmony Mountains, some eight or ten 
miles above town, and sacrificed on his 
grave, the charge against her being 
witchcraft. 


“Steer For the Butte.” 

California Cor.N.¥.Tribune. 
But far off on the southern horizon, 

luminous and sublime, the summit of- 
Shasta loomed up against the blue 
heavens. A fleecy bank of clouds hid 
its base, and it looked the spector ofa 
mountain floating in mid-air. It was 
my guide and goal all one day. * “Steer 
for the butte,’’ said the farmer with 
whom passed a_ night -mear 
the Klamath Ferry, giving me 
directions about the road, ‘‘you’ll 
not astray.”” .The country 
people call this monarch of the Cali- 
fornia mountains ‘‘the butte.’”” There 
are buttes, by the score, but this is the 
butte. When I first saw its two white 
summits from the Klamath plains it did 
not seem possible that they had any 
connection with the'solid earth. They 
looked like some cloud effect, until, 
ten miles nearer, the rock 
ridges between the _ snow .- fields, 
which earlier in the day were of a dark 
blue color, began to assume a brown 
lava hue, and the snow became real 
snow instead of vague white clouds. 
Shasta appears much higher than Mont 
Blanc; it is in reality about 1000 feet 
lower, its elevation being 14,440 feet, 
but in approaching it from the north 
your first point of view, in the Klamath 
Valley, is not much above the level of 
the sea; then it stands out individual 
and alone, while Mont Blanc is only the 
highest peak of a Jong white chain. I 
think Shasta and the two highest peaks 
of the Cascade Range, Hood and Rai- 
nier, each more impressive than any 
summit of the Alps. |

STRIKING THE CORE. 


THE San Diego Union’s twenty- 
fourth volume and fifteenth year 
have been begun.

The Times reinforces this sound ‘advice 
with its approval. 


John T. Doyle, in a letter to the San 
Francisco Chronicle, suggests legislation 
‘necessary to strengthen the hands of 
the Railroad Commissioners, of which 
the following is an outline: 

1. A law requiring the Commission- 
ers to proceed by mandamus to com- 
pel the companies to conform to such 
rates as the Commissioners may estab- 
lish, and enlarging the functions of 
that writ to meet the case. 

2.°A law conferring on the Com- 
missioners power to regulate the time 
of transit and the character of the 
transporation to be provided, so that 
they cannot substitute “old and ram- 
shackly passenger cars (perliaps even 
baggage cars with or without seats or 
even doused cattle cars) for passenger 
transportation.” Under present laws, 
they might conform to rates, but re- 
duce the speed of trains, deny proper 
accommodations, etc. 

8. Forfeiture of charter in case of 
refusal to obey the laws promptly and 
fully, pending litigation on constitu- 
tionality, etc. ~- 

4.. Provision, in case of suits for 
such forfeiture, to prevent rolling 
stock being run out of the State after 
the suit has been commenced. 

5. Laws dissolving any railroad 
. company which refuses to pay its taxes, 
and to prevent collusive suits to evade 
such payment. 


Mr. Doyle, who is an ex-Railroad 

‘ Commissioner, shows by these wise 
suggestions that he understands the 
situation. He indicates the legisla- 
tive measures necessary, in his opin- 
ien, to compel the corporations to do 
their duty to the people. We reprint 
in another column a paragraph of Mr. 
Doyle’s letter under the heading, 
“How to Reach Railroad Tax Shirk- 
ers.” The measure he recommends to 

_ be enacted into law is, briefly, the dis- 
solution of any rai!road company which 
refuses to pay its taxes. That punish- 
ment would be severe, but it would be 
just.

Olive Plantations. 
From the San Francisco Chronicle. ] 


Enough has been done by Cooper of 
Santa Barbara, the Kimballs of San 
Diego and the Wolfskills of Solano, in 
the cultivation of the olive, te demon- 


‘strate that the tree thrives well and 
bears well in California, and hence to 
establish the fact that it is a profitable 
‘tree to cultivate. The trees begin to 
bear at three years, and when five 
years old will pay all expenses of 
tillage and harvesting, with a surplus, 
while the sixth year the crop will pay 
for the land, the trees and the tillage 
for the five years previous, and, with 
good care, the increase is large from 
year to year for a century longer. In- 
deed, there are olive trees in Asia 
Minor known to be above 1200 years 
old, and still in full bearing. There 
are large areas of land in California 
well adapted to the growth of the 
olive, for this tree does not require ir- 
rigation. It demands warm, dry land, 
and will not flourish 1m moist soil. 
Olive cultivation thus offers condi- 
tions different from any other protita- 
ble fruit crop in California, and these 
conditions favor the cultivation of 
plantations of olives in thousand-a re 
tracts, or in sections of six hundred 
and forty acres, subdivided into ten- 
acre holdings, costing .about $500, or 
$50 an acre, with the trees five years 
old and in full bearing. This would 
require an annual payment of $100 on 
each ten-acre tract, or a semi-annual 
payment of $50. The crop of. the 
sixth year, as iineustiated by the 
olive-growers above named, will pay 
for the entire outlay at $50 an acre, 
and when eight years old the trees will 
produce not less than $250 an acre net 
income, or $2500 net for a ten-acre 
tract. Aplantation of six hundred 
and fforty acres could therefore 
be rented with profit to the man- 
ager at $200 an acre, or $2000 for ten 
acres, as it would give him an income 
of $50 an acre, or $500 on each ten 
acres, making a total income of $32,- 
000 from a plantation of 640 acres. 
But there are plenty of men well able 
to manage such plantations who would 
be happy enough to be able to make 
one-sixth of.that sum, or $5000 a year, 
“and there are many others with a small 
income, such as clerks, teachers, book- 
keepers, and all persons on small 
salaries, who would be independent 
with an annual income of $1000, or 
$100 an acre from a ten-acre tract, 
with the certain assurance that the in- 
come will increase from year to year 
for several generations. In a 
pamphlet' published by Ellwood 
Cooper, of Santa Barbara, . the 
statement is made that some of 
his best trees, eight years old, produced 
two thousand gallons of berries tc the 
acre,and the- European standard is 
eight gallons of berries for one gallon 
of oil, which gives a product of two 
hundred and fifty gallons of oil per 
acre. The oil finds a ready market at 
$5 a gallon, which gives an income of 
$1250 an acre for the best eighv-year 
old trees in an exceptionally good 
year. Thenet income frem such a 
crop would not be less than $1000 an 
acre, and there can be no doubt that 
Mr. Cooper’s statement is correct, for 
he has no motive for deception and is 
_of such probity of character that his 
word is never questioned. But the es- 
timates we have made are based upon 
an income of but $100 an acre, or ene- 
tenth the sum actually realized by Mr. 
Cooper from his best eight-year trees. 
Here is a subject certainly worthy the 
of fruit-growers. 


Wasermented Wine as Medicine, 

The Paris correspondent of the New 
York Times writes: ‘During the past 
few years the Parisians have taken to 
the habit of visiting Suresnes during 
the vintage, not only to witness the 
curious spectacles of the vendangeurs at 
their work, but for the prosaic object 
of taking a purge. When the juice of 
the grape is first pressed out, before 
fermentation has fairly begun, the ef- 
fect of the wine is like that produced 
by sweet cider when taken in consid- 
erable quantities as 1t comes from the 
press. Three or four glasses of new 
wine have the medicinal effect required, 
- and its action is not accompanied by 
the colic or cramps produced by most 
of the purgative waters of Europe. In- 
deed, the effect produced is similar to 
that of a good dose of vastor oil, and 
at the same time the medicine is very 
aggreeable to the palate. Thousands 
ef persons here have great faith in the 
sweet wine cure, and not for the world 
would they miss their annual visit to 
the wine presses of Suresnes as soon as 
the vintage has been officially opened.”
